Exploitation Chief Robbery

of patriotism, the robbery that chiefly 
concerns the Workers (Communist) 
Party is the robbery of the workers 
at the point of production. 

The cavitalist governments function 
as strikebreakers for the employing 
classes, and it doer not make a par- 
ticle of difference to the workers 
which set of politicians are in power. 
Both will break strikes, issue injunc- 
tions through their compliant judges, 
persecute the Negroes and the for- 
eign-born, and wage war against the 
peoples of weak nations in whose ter- 
ritories are deposited resources that 
can be exploited to the profit of 
American imperialism. 

Challenge Capitalist Parties 
It is on these fundamental issues 
that the Workers (Communist) Party 
challenges all other political parties 
in the field, ineluding the degenerate 
Socialist Party, and calls on the work- 
ing class to organize for the over- 
throw of the system which those par- 
ties serve.

clared in a statement issued today. 
“Lewis’s whole strike policy was 
aimed at bringing the miners to the 
point of exhaustion, when a wage cut 
could be forced on them, and he is 
now taking the final step. This is 
the real purpose of the meeting of 
the policy committee called by 
Lewis,” Watt said. 

In his statement Watt showed that 
the ostensible reason for the meet 
of the policy committee, the dema 
of Fishwick's executive board that 
the Illinois district be allowed to “ne- 
gotiate a separate agreement,” is ob- 
viously false, since Lewis’s publicly 
declared strike policy was based all 
alone on negotiating separate agree- 
ments. 

Opposed by Militants 

This policy) was fought from the 
very beginning of the strike by the 
progressives in the U. M. W. A. as 
leading to the isolation of the miners 
of western Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
where the main attack on the miners’ 
union was taking place.

Big Demonstration, 

The Textile Mills Committee lead- 
ers, however, are confident that the 
picketing demonstration arranged for 
this Monday will be so tremendous in 
size to compel the bosses to again 
close the plants. The sentiment 
among the striking tens of thousands 
shows that New Bedford will see the 
greatest manifestation of working 
class solidarity in the history of New 
England's labor struggles, the uni 
leaders declared. : 

That the union leadership partici- 
pate in no conferences, nor join in 
calling one until the mill barons are 
ready to give a preliminary guarantee 
that the 10 per cent wage cut order

TO DISGREDIT 


Rank and File Would 
Build Amalgamated 


(By a Worker Correspondent) 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., (By Mail—I 
am enclosing the leaflet of the amal- 
gamated progressive group addressed 
to the locked-out workers of the Ad- 
ler Shops in Milwaukee which has 
aroused the anger of the Amalga- 
mated officials here. 


The officials are trying to persuade 
the members of the union that: 1. 
There is no progressive group in the 
union. The leaflet is the work of the 
“outsiders.” the Communists. 2. The 
leaflet is the worle of the agents of 
the Adler Co. who seek to disrupt 
the ranks of the union. 3. The facts 
in the leaflet are not correct. 

In making all these accusations the 
union officials are sidestepping some 
of the important points contained in 
the leaflet. 


The main question is: Is the pro- 
gram outlined in the leaflet of the 
progressive group a correct program, 
a program in the interest of the mem- 
bers of the Amalgamated union? The 
demands of the progressive group 
are: 

No promises by the union to make 
the bosses prosperous. A 100 per 
cent union shop. Higher wages. A 
40-hour week. Elimination of piece 
work. Elimination of the arbitration 
clause from the agreement. 


What is wrong about these de- 
mands ? 


Instead cf answering this question 
the union officials engage in Red 
baiting and accuse the progressive 
group of being the agents of the 
Adler Co. 

It is proper to ask the question: 
Who are the agents of the Adler Co.? 
The progressive group which says: 
“No promises by the union to make 
the bosses prosperous”? Or those, 
who like Sidney Hillman, the presi- 
dent of the Amalgamated, says: “The 
policy of the Amalgamated is to make 
he firm (that is the Adler Co.) as 
prosperous as possible”? 

The union officials question the 
correctness of the facts contained in 
the leaflet. Is it not true that the 
policy of the union officials preced- 
ing the:strike was “close co-operation 
with the bosses, giving in on almost 
every demand made by the bosses at 
the expense of the membership”? Is 
it not true that the union officials in- 
stead of making an appeal to the 
workers of the Latin.shop in Wiscon- 
sin Rapids to join the union and to 
help the Adler workers to win their 
struggle were appealing to the boss 
Latin, the man who conspired with 
the Adler Co. to break the Amalga- 
mated union in Milwaukee? 

The time of the struggle is no time 
for criticism of the leadership, say 
the officials of the union. We say: 
the advocacy of the policy of co-oper- 
ation between the union and the 
bosses is especially dangerous at the 
time of the union's struggle for its 
existence and must be combatted if 
the union is to survive. Some of the 
Amalgamated officials do not hesi- 
tate to practice such criticism in re- 
gard to other unions engaged in 
struggles as for instance Mr. Krzycki, 
when he criticizes (justly). the Lewis 
machine in the United Mine Workers 
for its betrayal of the workers. But 
when the Amalgamated officials be- 
come involved in the same policies 
they must not be criticized... Why? 


The best guarantee for the success HK. Borenstein 
of the union is the militancy of its F- 


membership. It is this militancy that 
built the Amalgamated into a pow- 
erful union. The progressive aims to 
keep alive the militant traditions of 
our union. Despite the statements of 
the officials it is a bona-fide group 
uniting those who stand for militan- 
ey in the trade union movement and 
against class collaboration (the co- 
operation between the union of ficial- 
dom and the bosses).

There are indications that campaign funds this year will be 
bigger and busier than ever. This country is richer than it was 
four years ago. That is, the rich are richer and the poor are 
poorer. The individual worker is producing more wealth than be- 
fore, and his portion of it is less than ever. Several new million- 


aires have been created by the aeronautic industry. Prohibition | 


is more remunerative than ever. The capitalist groups behind 
each party will throw in their coin into a great gamble. Special 


favors may mean millions in additional profits. An humble 
garbage contract in New York surreptitiously let to a friend of 


the administration with a bid netted the favored one over a mil- 
lion. If a million can be made out of a heap of dung, what could 
not be gotten out of a contract to feed the army and navy? 


Yes, hundreds of millions will be spent by the democrats and 
republicans in the coming contest. It will be used to befuddle 
the masses and to corrupt them. It will be used to purchase votes 
on election day. It will be used to purchase corrupt leaders of 
foreign-born communities, who are base enough to barter their 
influence with their people for a mess of pottage. 


The Workers (Communist) Party, on the other hand, though 
standing for the interests of the millions of wage-earners and ex- 
ploited farmers is out to raise only $100,000. If the workers and 
farmers were class conscious, this sum could be made $100,000,000. 
Some day they will be and then there wil! be no more need of 
raising campaign funds to contest the elections with the parties 
of Wall Street.

New Bedford textile barons, unable to break the picket lines, conspire with employers, strike-breaking agents und “labor 
leaders”—and call it a “Conference.” 


MOSCOW.—Conferences, plenums 
and meetings of the Inter- 
national Committees for Propa- 
ganda and Action were com- 


menced immediately after the con- 


clusion of the Fourth Red Labor 
Union International Congress. Their 
pactivities were to study and take up 
in a concrete fashion those questions 
and problems outlined by the Fourth 
Congress as a basis for the trade 
union movement during the next few 
years. Below we give a brief survey 
of the work of these conferences, 
plenum sand meetings of the Inter- 
national Committees for Propaganda 
and Action.

WOODWORKERS’ PLENUM 

A marked veering to the right on 
the part of the reformists has been 
observed of late (Switzerland, Bel- 
gium, Poland, Germany and France), 
while arrests are on the increase 
(Rumania, Yugoslavia, Hungary and 
Latvia). Trade union activities in 
ngland, Norway, Italy and in the 

ns have been undermined. 

In those countries where the wood- 
working trades are experiencing a 
depression, wages are being lowered 


Big Business’s complete control over the machinery of gov- 
ernment in the United States is again indicated by the recent 
“ambulance chasing” investigation in New York. After having 
punished several lawyers, doctors and policemen involved in fleec- 
ing the worker by instigating suits in which the worker receives 
less than fifty percent of the damages recovered by the lawyers, 
the big corporations announce that damage and negligence suits 
have decreased about 50 percent since the inquiry began. 

This is exactly what the New York courts wanted to accom- 
plish by its inquiry. The entire investigation was begun and 
overseered by the big corporations of the country in an attempt 
to throttle suits of ¢his nature—suits in which the worker de- 
mands reimbursement for the loss of limb and even life in indus- 
trial accidents. 


But the worker should not be fooled by the announcement 
that these suits have decreased by 50 percent. They should not 
think it is a victory for them. On the contrary, this move, which 
will save millions of dollars yearly for the big corporations, is 
really a slap in the face of workers whose lives are imperilled daily 
in industrial plants. It is an act of legal intimidation against the 
worker. 


The punishment of a few corrupt lawyers, doctors and police-

With a spray of lilac in each picket’s 
buttonhole and the longest picket 
lines since the strike began, New 
Bedford strikers answered the bosses’ 
move to open the mills, and the mills 
did not open.

BUILDING WORKERS PLENUM 

Noting the general strengthening 
and growth of the building workers’ 
movement, on one. hand, and existing 
defects and shortcomings in trade 
union activities, on the other, the 
plenum in the main recognized the 
necessity of putting greater energy 
into the work, and of enhancing 
same. The defects observed, which 
the plenum considers must be eradi- 
eated at all costs, are: The weak 
connections of the I. CA P. and A. 
with the various countries, the poor 
supply of information, the weak re- 
action to events and inadequate pub- 
licity activities. 

Outline Tasks 

The basic tasks outlined by the 
Building Workers Plenum are: To 
direct all activities to achieve the 
united front, to organize the unor- 
ganized workers, to set up organized 
and centralized leaderships in all the 
minorities, to reinforce the factory 
committees, to extend activities 
among the unemployed, to enhance 
cultural educational work and to set 
up mutual aid funds. 

Examining the position of build- 
ing workers in various countries, the 
plenum in’ its resolution drew up 
ways and means and instructions on 
realizing in a practical fashion the 
decisions of the Fourth Congress in 
accordance with the conditions ob- 
taining in each given country,, as, for 
example, in the United States, 
France, Jugoslavia, Holland and 
Czecho-Slovakia. 

TRANSPORT WORKERS PLENUM 

Sizing up the present position of 
the transport workers, the plenum 
considered that capital’s attack on 
them has increased in all countries. 
Their position is becoming increas- 
ingly worse. The 12 and 13-hour day

ered and these measures are receiving 
the active support of the reformists. 
Meanwhile, however, the influence of 
the I. C. P. and A. is growing. At 
the Fourth Conference the I. C. P. 
and A. registered that the number of 
countries with which it had connec- 
tions had grown from 15 to 43. Espe- 
cially has its influence grown in the 
Far East. 

In view of the situation at the 
present moment, the plenum urged 
first of all that the struggle against 
the reformists be increased, to strug- 
gle for trade and union unity, for 
better labor conditions and to raise. 
the living standards of the transport 
workers. The following were out- 
lined by the plenum as basic de- 
mands: The 7-hour day, social in- 
surance at expense of employers, 
su of special working clothes, 
wo to be engaged through the 
trade union organizations, etc. It has 
been recognized necessary likewise to 
conduct a campaign to increase 
wages, to abrogate laws prohibiting 
strikes and the right of coalition, to 
get the factory committees or corre- 
sponding organizations recognized 
and to get equal rights for colored 
and white workers. 

Haviny discussed a whole series of 
organizational questions, the plenum 
recognized the necessity of establish- 
ing o single Transport Workers In- 
ternational and committees of friend- 
ship and fraternity, and of enhancing 
organizationa and agitational activi- 
ties of the unions. Furthermore, the 
establishment of opposition groups in 
the reformist unions was also consid- 
ered essential’ A struggle must be 
waged against the expulsion of left 
wing elements, to set up Transport 
Committees of Action, control points 
and International Clubs which will 
serve as organizational bases for the 
transport workers’ struggle. It was 
also considered necessary to reinforce 
the press. 

MUNICIPAL WORKERS MEETING

NEEDLE ORKERS’ MEETING 

The characteristic feature of the 
present moment is the fact that most 
of the gains that the needle workers 
won during the last few years are 
being filched from them, thanks to 
the increased onslaught of the cap- 
italists, and the treacherous policy 
of the reformist leaders. In their 
struggle against the workers these 
leaders are either utilizing the policy 
of mass expulsion of left wing ele- 
ments from the unions, like in Ger- 
many, or are uniting with the police, 
as in America! 

This meeting, therefore, urged the 
following vital tasks: To recruit new 
members for the unions, efforts to 
be made first of all among the un- 
organized workers to achieve this. 
To get control of the strike move- 
ment, to set up strike committees and 
factory committees and local trade 
union branches at the enterprises. 
By carrying out concrete tasks to 
struggle for the united front. As 
women are mostly employed in the 
needle trades, the necessity was rec- 
ognized of including in the general 
program demands to defend the in- 
terests of women workers—equal 
pay for female and male labor, preg- 
nant women to receive 8 weeks’ 
leave previous to and after confine- 
ment, ete. To enhance organizational 
activities among the unorganized, to 
reinforce publicity activities, to set 
up firmer connections between the I. 
C. P. and A. and the locals and to 
increase the I. C. P. and A. funds! 

The keynote of the Food Workers’ 
meeting was to exchange informa- 
tion. Eighteen delegates from the 
Fourth Congress attended this meet- 
ing. The question of the union’s af- 
filiation to the International Food 
Workers’ Federation was discussed. 
Organizational questions of a purely 
internal character were likewise 
taken up.
